THE QUREN'S SrEFOI. 

Londow, Feb. 1t,—Parilament was opened 
to-day by Hoyal Commission, The Queen's 
Speech as read by the Lord Chancellor was 
as follows :—‘I continua to reevive assur- 
ances of friendly sentiments from. Foreign 
Powers. The prinoipal object of tho Anglo- 
French treaty in Siam ia to make more acoure 
the establishment of the indepeudenes of the 
kingdom of Siam, I have accepted with the 
Emperor of Ruesia a lineagreed upon by the 
Commissioners for delimitatiog the frontier 
of Indis and Afghanistan from the Russian 
dominions. The Goverumeat of the United 
Statea Lae expressed a wish to co-operate 
in terminating tho differences between 
Groat Britain aud Venezuola, and I have 
expressed sympathy with the desira to 
come to ao equitable arrangement, and 
I trast that further negotiations will lead 
to a satisfactory settlement. Tha Bultan 
has sauotioved the privcipal reforms io 
Armenia urged by Great Britain, France 
and Russie. I deeply regret the fanatical 
outbreak of a scction of the Turkiéh popula- 
tion, resulting in series of magsnores causing 
the deepest indignation. in Great Britain.’

TEN YEARS OF NAVAL PROGRESS, 
(Concluded. 


‘There’ haa besh a great improvement in 
our Squadrona in commission between 1885. 
and 1895, Our weakveas in fost oruisers at 
the former date has bean already noticed, 
At that date our Channel Squadron con- 


.sisted of five ironclads, the Agincourt, Iron 


Duke, Minotaur; Monarch, and Sultan, with 
one oruiser, ‘To-day it counta six very 
large, fest, and homogeneous battie-ships, 
five cruisers, and six destroyera; and thia 
without the Flying Squadron; whioh haa 
two battle-sbips, four large cruisers, and 
six destroyers. On the Mediterranean ia 
1855 we had seven jronclads of six different 
types, with thirteen smaller oraft, of whioh 
only-one could, by aoy stretah of imagin- 
ation, be considered o fighting ship. In 
1896 we have ton battle-sbips, eix largo 
ernisers, and oleven other oraft of raal 
valoe. On distant stations, aur China 
Squadron was' fairly stroug in 1885, owing 
to the Franco-Chinese War, as it included 
two ironclads, five slow oruisers, and twelve 
other ships. It sow staude at one now 
battle-ship, ten swift and powerful cruisers, 
three smaller ones, and ten sleops and gan. 
boats, But on every etation ipis the same, 
There ia uo quarter in whioh we havo not at 
leagt ona largo modern cruiser, Even now, 
however, wo have far too many feeble ships 
in servisce—ships which are good only for 
peace duties, and which must be -laid up 
with the first alarm of war, In thie cnte- 
gory ora no lees than 61 slow cruisers, 
sloops, and gunboats, requiring tho serviow 
of at least 6000 highly-trained oflicors and 
men, whom we should wast ia war to man 
our ships at home. And. this though in ro- 
serve at our nayal ports are no fewer than 
26 modern, or fairly modero, cruisora, 
Hora we look for a greut change in the near 
futuro, a8 the time hus passed when we 
could with eafety lock up thoueands of mon 
in useless craft, We must continue to 
police the scas, but wo must find some safer 
way of achieving this object. 


The personel of the Fieot has not been 
negleoted in the last few years, though it 
has not, unfortuoately, received so much 
attention ng has bean given to'ships, In 
conscquence of the ‘failure to enter cadets 
and boys when tho ships which they were to 
man were Iaid down, we now find ourselves: 
with s considerable number of vestels whick 
could not be manned. A Majestic oun be 
built in two years, butit takes four to make 
@ seaman, and nine to train a lieutenant, 
To -Jieutenanta we are, by Lord Brassey's 
calonlation, 800 sbort, nor can these officers 
be improvised, ‘They can scarcely bo drawa 
from the Naval Reserve; as tho greater 
namber of officors in that valuable foree aro 
aerving on board large mail steamers, which 
we should wantin the event of war for use 
as cruisers, or othcr purposes, A certain 
numbar of warrant officers might be promot- 
ed; but of these we have vot too many. So: 
that want of offcersand men in the first 
ling, and want of a trained Reserve in the 
second line, is the most serious blemish ia 
our Navy. The following figarés will show
